' Real State of the Union 


The U. S. Constitution re- 
quires that the President give 
Congress a report on the State 
of the Union. And President 
Lyndon B. Johnson lived up 
to the letter of the law when 
he recently appeared before 
Congress to give his presenta- 
tion, But the spirit of the law 
was far from being fulfilled 
in that address. The American 
people simply didn't get the 
needed data on the state of the 
nation's. affairs. 

As we move into 1968, the 
country is confronted with 
many grim problems. and the 
President did not  delineate 
them with suffi t force and 
candor, Referring to the war 
in Vietnam, Mr. Johnson said 
the American will to perse- 
vere will not be broken. But 
that’s not really the point. 
What he failed to say is that 
the United States will move 
With determination to win a 
Victory over the forces of com- 
munism that are taking зо 
many American lives and so 
much of our national wealth. 
Missing from the address was 
a clear-cut statement of а vic- 
tory goal — the goal that 
would make the war effort 
truly worthwhile. 

Nor did Mr. Johnson deal 
frankly with the crisis of con- 
fidence concerning the Amer- 
ісап dollar. He put the blame 
on U. S. tourists for a big 
chunk of the nation's balance 
of payments deficit. But he 
didn't put a finger on the real 
source of trouble — Ameri- 
can giveaways and wasteful 
spending programs abroad. On 
the contrary, he indicated that 
he will continue to pour out 
American money overseas for 
"The Food for Freedom Pro- 
gram" and expansion of the 
International Developmeat As- 
sociation. Clearly, the balance 
of payments problem cannot 
be ended by stopping teachers 
from taking a summer holiday 
Washington is the root of the 
fiscal evil that results in a 
balance of payments problem 

Though he admitted that the 
U. S. faces some financial pro. 
blems, Mr. Jghnson showed not 
the ‘slightest intention. of re- 
turning government spending 
10 a reasonable level. Instead 
he proposes that the govern- 
ment spend more than $10 
billion above what it spent last 
year. What sense is there for 
Mr. Johnson to say he is a-

Nor will many fair-minded 
citizens be fooled by Mr. John- 
son's statement that the in- 
creases are necessary. Сег- 
tainly, it isn't necessary 10 
spend $2.1 billion this year on 
a federal "manpower program" 
as the President announced in 
his speech. Nor is there any 
sign of economizing in Mr. 
Johnson's appeal that Congress 
provide $1 billion for his "mo. 
del cities program" Why 
should the taxpayers, at a 
time when financial retrench- 
ment is in order, favor his plan 
10 build "six million new hous- 
ing units for low and middle- 
income families"? 

By proposing a federal bud- 
get of almost $190 billion. Mr. 
Johnson is further endanger- 
ing the financial stability of 
the United States and the inte- 
grity of the U. S. dollar. He 
is recommending an even big- 
ger deficit that will place a 
crippling load on the rising 

generation of young Ameri- 
cans. 

The State of the Union ad- 
dress gave ample evidence that 
Mr. Johnson is unwilling to 
face or even discuss with can- 
dor the nation's realities in this. 


The turn is that the country 
is in deep trouble, spending 
vast sums on a war that the ad- 
ministration gives little or по 
sign of determining to win. 
America's cities аге plagued 
with street revolutionaries who 
want to burn down the nation. 
Radicals are trying to foment 
draft resistance and otherwise 
spread anarchist ideas among 
the young people of this coun- 
try. Welfarism is out of hand 
and has become a career for 
many thousands of free loaders 
Free enterprise is caught be- 
tween oppressive Big Govern- 
ment and Big Unionism that is 
pressing for wage increases that 
are not related to real increases 
in productivity. 

The American people de- 
sperately need genuine leader- 
ship from the White House. 
They aren't getting it, however. 
Instead. they are getting words 
and ап endless stream of рго- 
posals for heavier federal spend 
ing. as though that were a 
cure-all 

The President's speech plain- 
ly indicated that he intends to 
run the giveaway system at full

HOW TO KEEP OUT OF 
JAIL, gives a detailed account 
of the laws of our nation deal- 
ing with crimes committed by 
both youth and adults. It was 
stimulated by a rising incidence 
of crime among the youth in 
our country and the need to 
do something about it. The 
facts of the law and the com- 
munity values in relation to 
crime are often dramatized and 
exaggerated. The author, Wal- 
ter Bromberg, argues that the 
youth in our country should 
be presented facts that can not 
be misunderstood. 

From reading this book stu- 
dents can learn how the law 
treats juveniles and when a 
crime is a crime. A detailed 
discussion was given, concern- 
ing crimes and how they are 
divided. Generally speaking, 
crimes are divided into felon- 
ies, misdemeanors and viola- 
tions. A felony is a serious of- 
fense, such as murder or bur- 
glary. A misdemeanor is a les- 
ser crime and calls for punish- 
ment of less, than one year in 
jail. A violation is an infrac- 
oS OR city ordinance. Any 
person over the age of eigh- 
teen who is convicted of a 
misdemeanor or felony auto- 
matically gets a criminal re- 
cord which is carried in the 
files of the ЕВІ. Often this 
criminal record can seriously 
handicap a person for life. А 
person convicted of a felony, 
Íor example, loses his voting 
rights for life; he cannot be- 
come a lawyer; he cannot be- 
come an officer in any branch 
of the armed services; and will 
find it difficult to get a job. 
Lesser offenses that carry mi- 
mor penalties can be trouble- 
some, too, This book tells of 
nearly every possible sort of 
crime and how it is punishable 
by law.

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Drug Abuse 


Drug abuse is becoming a 
major problem on college cam- 
puses, as well as with high- 
school students and adults in 
our cities. Authorities estimate 
that between 15 and 50 per- 
cent of the teenagers in any 
city may be experimenting with 
drugs. 

Marijuana, often referred to 
as pot, grass, or boo is one 
of the most wide-used drugs. 
The greatest consumers аге 
teenagers, hippies, and college 
students. Most people take it 
for curiosity, kicks, fun, ге- 
bellion, or boredom. What most 
of these consumers don't know 
is that marijuana can cause 
frequent paranoia and halluci- 
nations. A feeling of anxiety 
and depression is often felt by 
users. 

L.S.D. perhaps the worst 
drug, is often absorbed in chew 
ing gum, animal crackers, and 
candy. The majority of its con- 
sumers take it because of the 
promise of drug-produced in- 
sight. L.S.D. can cause a break 
in chromosomes, brain da- 
mage, and a damage to the 
nervous system. 

Perhaps if more people 
knew of the harmful effects 
that drugs can cause, the num- 
ber of drug addicts would be 
far less. It is up to the federal, 
state, and local governments: 
as well as the average citizen 
to curb the use of harmful 
drugs.
